politics) and the sensual prodigal. To have 
lived wltli luxury and oolat for a time, however 
brief, would satisfy many that at least taey 
liad not ruined their country in vain. 

There are tWD me (hods by which (hie career 
.may be ruo. By reckless borrowing on the 
security of an estate, and by itnprovidently die. 
eipating it. It is a method bo obvious and so 
TnJgir, that it ia comprehended by the 
dullest understanding, s:id Ilia . brought 
rauititudeB to o. mnreol of bread. It is 
tnt BubjeDt of a tiiuueand jjuvtrts in all 
toitffUea. Those who Save seen leatt of the 
world know thus much uf ite folly and its 
misery. 

There is great danger that our statesmen 
should tread in tbe stupe of tbtv prodigaJ, and 
for tie sake of a short easy tsnure of office— for 
a full puree for present uea or" for the sake of 
avoiding tbo unpopularity of a, tax, give up the 
hoped of the future, andle»ve their succe»aore to 
deb-, and poverty. It ia true, tint, whun the 



colonies shall wifee, and find their beat landa 
eone, and their treasury empty ; , when their 
creoit is shaken, and, oacspt at extravagant 
diotount, nobody »vill buy their scrip ; 
when nothing can be undertaken by way 
of improvement ; whan none but gamblers will 
enter upon contractu which may be abandoned 
at a moment | when the mercantile interest 
participates in the State embarrassment j whan 
alt thiB ahull come to paas tbe people may be 
loud in their execrations, but of what avail f 
the mischief will be done. 

The groat danger of tail political development 
is apparent everywhere. There is no objection 
anywhere to borrow. It aeeme so natural and 
so pleasant. It ie agreeable to the colony bo- 
causo the spending of tha money descend a on 
all interests, with a soft and dewy influence. 
Charity is said tn be twice blest; but money 
borrowed has a wider operation, it is tkrin bloit 
—blest to the man who lend), for he expects 
his interest; to the man who spends it, for it 
makes him welcome and even popular ; and 
ap;ain it is bleat in the many who receive it. 
There ia a reverse to the modal, but who cares 
to see it ? Itie said that a gentleman, more ami- 
nent as a politician than a fiaaneier, was accus- 
tomed to say when be delivered his promissory 
note, "thank heaven thai'a settled." To iisue 
debentures payable some years befico, and to 
get in exchange meuy thousand pounds, is too 
great a temptation for human nature. On one 
side what do ws gain ? — a pieoe of parchment 
marked with a few letters and numerals ; hut 
observe the effects which follow from a loan- 
duns disappear, offers of service are eager and 
anivereal ; everything puts on tha air of opu- 
lence — small change becomes a nuisance., It is 
useless to addresa men with warning who have 
credit, nnd who are only expected to give peat 
obits, especially when these are payable 
after their own political demise— not during 
their possession. 

The point of view from which a true states- 
man would survey this subject is just the oppo- 
iito to the atand-point of the charlatan. The 
question with tbe true friend of the countiy is 
not — Can we bonow? but Can we pay- r not 
Will people lend their money ? but WiLV its out. 
lay produce a return? There ia no royal road 
in finance. Public credit ia just like private 
credit : what would he reekleBj and dishoneit in 
one instance ia so equally in another ; — the reck- 
less merchant defrauds his creditors — the 
reckless statesman either bankrupts the stats or 
peels the people. The time aut come when 
the stern laws of finance will make themselves 
felt, and tbe day of payment hastens on with 
calm asd inflexible progression, (he payment 
can only be made, when borrowing ia no 
possible, by the snoriSco of the 
ruin of tbe estate. 

In two colonies at present thsy aeem to hare 
brought things tn this pass. In Now Zealand, 
Governor Siiey, anxious, as it was said, to In- 
duce ImmigralioB, reduced the upaet price of 
land to 5a. and 1CU. It was thought by sons 
that tha people of the adjacent colonies would 
rush there, and efforts were mnde to facilitate 
their transport. Othars were wiser in their 
generation. And now what ia the result ? It ia 
confessed tha-t at this minimum price all the best 
land is already bought by the Mockmasiers ; that 
they have so arranged tha purchases as to 
secure the remainder, which (he; hare not pur- 
chased , the land fund had gone down to a mere 
trifle; the money paid for this vast encriGee of 
tbe future is ensnt ; and now another scheme of 
reduction is a*»ut to close up "their land oust, 
lion." It is proposed to reduce the price and 
to give oredit to purchasers; to force the owners 
of the runs to buy what is said to he useless, 
generally, to all but themselves. And this ii 
taking care of the small capitalist — the poor 
man ; facilitating coloniaation ' 

Were the same course to ho taken here it 
■would be followed by tbe same result Like 
the same class in New . Zealand, cur own 
wealthy men would buy at a small upaet pricus 
rich belts" and. river frontaqes j they would 
leave the poor man's friend to take possession 
of the sugar loaf hills. A lew man the would, 
probably, be sufficient to spend the pro- 
ceeds of these forced land aaleB, and if one ia 
a thousand of the colonists benefited b) the 
extravagance, except or the olaae of capitalists, 
wo should be very maeh astonished. Were 
we disposed to play ioto the hands of certain 
eminent squatters,' we ahould certainly advise 
the imitation of this popular policy ; bat we are 
not retained" on that side. 

An attempt is making by the Ministry of 
Tasmania to lores a large quantity of 
land into the market to pay off 
the debts of the colony. The 
land policy of that territory up to die stoppage 
of transportation was framed with a view to 
promote it. Thus, during the government of 
Sir W. Dumsoir, land was offered stone pound 
an acre in large blocks, payment being deferred 
for sin annual rental meantime of about 5 per 
cant. The afreet Was very remarkable. Ail 
aorta of people sought out blocks, described 
them, and took possession. To some this was 
a, fortune, and instances ate known of a large 
sum being made by perfecting the purchase from 
the Crown, end then bringing -the land into the 
market. On the whole, however, the effect was 
bad. Many persons paid an annual rental for 
(That they had no use for, and land was 
depreciated on the whole. To force a Urge 
quantity, in addition, into tbe market now, as 
the Ministers of that colony propose, is, of 
course, to increase the depression. 

Whilei on the one side, a colony is retarded 
by an inadequate supply of land for sale, it is 
absolutely arrested by the alienation of public 
land upon various and conflicting principles— 
driving men to buy what they cannot occupy, 
and stimulating a fitful revenue upon which no 
calculations can bo based. 

The people of these colonies have duties 
to learn which perhaps painful experience only 
can teach, namely, to take care of the sources of 
revenue, and to guard against the fatal facility 
of 
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The present summer has been one of the most 
extraordinary on record. That venerable au- 
thority, the oldest inhabitant, cannot recollect 
auch a season. 8 tor ma, end even ocestionilly 
» continuous lain for days together, have hap- 
pened hot unfrequently during the summer 
months, but such a succession of rainy weeks ia 
a novelty. A fine day latterly has been the 
exception and not the rule, and thatat a time of 
year when we are accustomed to look for almost 
eonstant clear weather. 

The season has been far from healthy. The co- 
incidence of moisture and warrnth.though favour- 
able in the highest degree to vegetation, is by 
no means agreeable to the European constitution, 
and European habits are by no meaiiB adapted 
to it. We have living, working, dressing, nod 
eating after the English style, and in an atmos- 
phere more like that of India than of England, 
The consequence has been a great prevalence of 
sickness. 

The physical causes of dis unusual weather 
are not readily perceptible, yet it would be im- 
portant us well as Interesting to find them oat, 



and the investigatiDamay occupy proStably the 
attention of our aietaorologiJits It is to be 
noted that the summer has beon characterised 
by an unusual prevalance.of eeatwiod?. With- 
out being quite steady, the winds have come 
mainly from the qnarter included between the 
N.I5, nnd 8,E. Theae winds coming to us. 
from the wsira Pacific Ocean have come chargsd 
with moisture, and the clouds on meeting with 
the land have discharged their moirtuTa. But 
what gave rii» to this set of eaeterly winda, an J 
how far have (hsy come J It would be inte- 
resting lo nnd From the loga of ships that have 
been navigating the South Pacific this season, 
from whalers or vessels from South America, 
how far the same winds have been experienced. 
Whatever tha cause miy be it has been power- 
ful, end has spread over a wide area. The wind 
has been not merely n coast wind, nor has the 
wot weather been locsl. All over the colony 
the same thing haa occurred. Far inland the 
weather has been the same as on tbe 
coast, and rain, floods, and impassable 
roads are chronioled in eveiy country 
newapaper that reaches us. It is worthy of 
notice, also, that since the commencement of tbe 
present year there hoe been an unusual preva- 
lence of easterly winda in South Australia. One 
vessel that recently arrived at Sydney, from Port 
Adelaida, found this wind so atrong aa to be 
unable to take the usual course through Back- 
slaira Passage, and was forced round the western 
end of Kangaroo Island. This summer in 
Adelaida, however, ia leported as har'tng oesn 
very dry, the opposite of what it has been in 
Sydney. But the difference is easily accounted 
for. Too eaaterly winds have parted with all 
their moisture in passing the dividing range, 
and have become heated by traversing the bad 
oountry lo the westward, and by the time they 
have reached Adelaide they are hot and dry. 
How far to the westward of Adelaide the easterly 
winds have stretched, we cannot say, 
but many vessels from England have corn- 
plained of them, and have made long passages 
In consequence. The Oneida was greatly 
baffled to make King George's Sound, and the 
barque Ascendant, recently in to Port Adelaide 
one hundred and forty days out from London, 
was kept fnr weeks between Cape Lenwin and 
Kangaroo Island. What the prevalent wind ia 
Victoria has been we have not aeen recorded. 
But in Bass' Straits easterly winds have been 
encountered by tha steamers. It would ba use- 
ful to know what has been the prevailing wind 
in the interior, on the Murrambidgee, Laehlan, 
and Lower Darling "Districts, 

It is quits clear, however, that there haa bean 
a force, having its source somewhere to the 
eastward, propelllog the atmosphere in 
a westerly' direction over the southern' 
part of the Australian continent during 
the past few months. What hoi been 
its origin? The cause may not have been close 
at hand. Lieutenant Mattbt, in his interesting 
book on the Physical Geography of the Ses, 
abewj haw changes of climate in one continent 
are dependent on causes in another hemisphere. 
The theory of the winda as expounded by him 
is that the north-east winda in the northern 
hemisphere, ascend to a higher stratum when 
passing the callus of Cancer, and traverse the 
equatorial belt at an upper level, descending 
again to the earth's aurface near the tropic of 
Capricorn, and passing on towards the 
South Pole as north -westerly winds. The 
fi;ts adduced by him in support of 
this theory are many and various. He admits 
that hiH knowledge of Australian meteorology 
is too limited to enable him to draw confirma- 
tion from that part of the world; and it is cer- 
tain that he must admit of some lorms modifying 
the application of his theory to this continent-, 
for a north-westerly wind is by nn means a con- 
stant wind in Australia. It is part of his theory, 
too, that tha aridity of Australia is owing 
to the fact that the north-westerly winda 
which blow over its. surface, passed over land 
when they were previously surface winds, 
instead of passing over water, where they could 
have taken up moisture. According to him 
our winda coma from India, and if that country 
were submerged and a aea (lowed in its place, 
there would he more rain in Australia. There 
can ho no doubt that the atmospheric system, 
tike all the other deportments of the physical 
economy, is obedient to laws. The wiade, fitful 
aa they seem, are hut running obediently an the 
errands of a controlling force. What tha gene- 
ral law that guides the movements ot the air ir, 
and what are the local causes that modify the 
operation of the general law, are yet to be dis- 
covered. In Australia, little aa yet has been 
done to solve the problem. There ia a wide area, 
however, over which observations may bs con- 
tempovaneously made. From Port Curtis to 
Perth, and from Cape Howe to Fort Bourse, the 
phenomena ot the weather may be noted and 
compared, nod eur philosophical societies may 
fitly become the repositories of the observations. 

The wetness of the season has been favourable 
to the growth of grass. Runs are luxuriant, and 
cattle were never in finer condition. The only 
drawback has been the mysterious cattle disease, 
which is probably connected with the state 
of the atmosphere. This disease, however, has 
aot attained that Blnr.ning prevalence which 
was at one time apprehended. In the lower/dist- 
ricts agriculturists hare suffered from floods and 
we have heard that there is a prospect of vege- 
tables of all sorts heicg dear. The alluvial flats 
usually selected for vegetable grounds are so sa- 
turated with wet, that being unprovided with 
artificial drainage the vegetables are actually 
rotting instead of growing. For thia reason the 
higher grounds, which in ordinary seasons ere 
too dry to be very fertile, may thia year prove 
the most productive.

Mr, Dalley ad dressed the jury far the defence, end 
expressed hia conviction that they would not eome to' 
the conclusion that the Crown had eatabltshcd anv 
case against the prisoner. The learned counsel then 
went ovor the evidence, calling the attention of the 
joty to iho salient points that told in favour of the 
prifioner. 

Hie Honor In summing up said, that on returning 
their verdict tbe jury should' statu whether- theycon- 
ceived the carrier Howard had from the first enter- 
tained a felonious design, or whether it was only after 
getting the goods fromBontnea and ifcele he thought 
mad noted with that intent. His TTanar, in the course 
of his remarks, complimented the witness Lewia for 
the honesty nnd uprightness of tho course he hod 
adopted. 

The jnry, after a few minutea' deliberation, re- 
turned a verdict of guijty against the prisoner. The 
foreman also stated lhat they wore nnnoinioitelj of 
opinion that Howard from the first hud ncted with a 
feloniousi intent 

The prisoner, on being naked the usual question' 
what ho had to any. etc., prayed the clemency of the 
Court in consideration of his ion,; Imprisonment, and 
that be had a family of eight children depending on 
him fot support 

His Honor, tn passing sentence, said that lie eouTd 
not, in juatitB to himself or the public, 
deal anything the mora leniently with the prisoner 
because of his being the father of a family. If he paid 
attention to considerations of that kind the result 
would lie lhat men unmarried and men without fumi. 
lies would be severely punished st the risk of allowing 
f ithtrs Of TamilleS to commit crime with impunity.

And thia change hse 
been produced not by any filling oiTIn the home con- 
sumption, bat through the unexampled increaij of 
demand from foreign eastomers.
